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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

subclass 778. 

IV. Claim 75-77, drawn to a multi chip module stacked arrangement, 
classified in class 257, subclass 686. 

2. Inventions II, III, IV and I are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because: the 
invention Group I does not require the particular probe card, flip-chip connection, or 
multi-chip module of the inventions Groups II, II, IV, respectively and the 
subcombination has separate utility such as the invention Group I can be used in any 
semiconductor device.
